Under the new act, signed by 
President Eisenhower Aug. 2, the 
maximum loan on new houses 
that will be insured by FHA 


‘is now 95 per cent of the first 


$9000 of the FHA appraisal, 
plus 75 per cent of any amount 
above $9000: This applies only 
to “proposed” houses on whith 
FHA commitments were obtained 
prior to construction, 

By increasing the maximum 
insurable loan the new regula- 
tions lower the minimum down 
payment on a proposed $9000 
house to $450. The minimum 
down payment on a proposed 
house appraised at $12,000 
would be $1200, | 

In the case of existing houses, 
the maximum loan guaranty is 
90 per cent of the first $9000 of 
appraised value plus 75 per cent 
of the balance above that figure. 
This means that a minimum 
down payment of $900 would 
be required on an existing house 
appraised at $9000. 

It was pointed out that the 
sale price of an existing house 
might be higher than the ap-- 
praisal, In such a case, the 


ference in the two: figures is 
added to the minimum down

In all cases, of course, the 
normal costs of closing the sale 
are added to the down payment.

The length of time over whieh 
a loan may be repaid has been 
increased to 30 years by the new 
regulations, with thé proviso that 
the loan term cannot exceed 75 
per cent of the remaining esti- 
mated economic life of the prop- 
erty.

Under previous regulations, 
the term on proposed houses was 
generally 25 years, while that 
on existing houses could not 
exceed 20 years.

This group proposed to build a 
power plant, finance it with sale 
of 2.4 per cent bonds and charge 
a flat $4,000,000 fee for han- 
dling the deal. The plant would 
revert to ownership of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority after 
paying off the debt under the 
proposal, whereas the Dixon- 
Yates interests would continue 
to own their plant. 


Rival Firm’s New Formula. 


Von Tresckow, who has been 
a consultant for 20 years as well 
as an officer and director of 
various financial companies, said 
that his offer represented a new 
formula based on the belief that 
entering into a Government con- 
tract is a riskless business and 
the lower rate of interest for 
bonds would be adequate. 

The Von Tresckow group com- 
plained to the Senate-House 
Committee on Atomic Energy 
and to Senator William Langer’s 
subcommittee on anti-trust and 
monopoly of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee that the pro- 
posal had been ignored by AEC. 

Refusal of AEC to consider 
the proposal was due in part to 
a last-minute withdrawal from

The dump, to which bottles, 
beer cans, paper cartons, rubble 
from street repairs, tree branch- 
es, grass clippings, broken fur- 
niture, lunch wrappers, dis- 
carded automobile tires and 
kitchen utensils are consigned, 
is being used to fill in a badly- 
eroded ravine about 100 yards 
from one of the park’s two pa- 
vilions, 

A stagnant, trash-blocked 
stream oozing from the bottom 
of the 50-foot high fill provides 
the rodents with water, while the 
remains of lunches scattered by 
untidy picknickers furnish food. 

That rats are breeding in the 
foul-smelling dump is indicated 
by the varying sizes of the ani- 
mals that can be seen and heard 
scurrying through the trash aft- 
er the park has quieted down 
in the early evening. 

From the aumber of rodents 
visible in the daylight, it is 
thought ~ dump houses 150 to 

in all.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Aug. 
18 (UP)—A gigantic explosion | 
in Soviet Siberia in 1951 wiped 
out possibly 200 walruses in the 
Bering séa,.a Public Health 
Service biologist reported yes- 
terday. 

Everett L. Schiller. of the 
Arctic Research Institute here

Glazed chintz: A good quality 
chintz which has been treated 
with a patented resin that pro- 
duces a finish and a glaze dur- 
able to repeated laundering and 
dry cleaning. This finishing 
process reduces shrinkage to less 
than 2 per cent; and increases 
soil-resistance and durability. 

Mercerized: A treatment with 
caustic soda, which makes cot- 
tons very lustrous, stronger, and 
more absorbent. Much used 
today. 

Plisse: A thin cotton fabric, 
chemically treated to shrink part 
of the material to give it a 
crinkled effect. This crinkling is 
not removed by repeated laun- 
derings. Plisse only needs press- 
ing after it is dry to help shape 
it and straighten out double 
thicknesses such as at hems. 

Provincial design: A _ neat, 
well-spaced design consisting of 
simple but usually convention- 
alized motifs, such as stylized 
flowers. This type of design 
rises from folk art, and has the 
characteristic flavor of the re- 
gion from which it springs, such 
as New England, Pennsylvania, 
the Southern Highlands, France 
or England.

There are many nimrods in 
the Ozarks who will take any 
game other than doves.

10 Cents on the Dollar 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue T. Coleman 
Andrews is embarrassed by the tax settlement 
with the American Distilling Co., of Pekin, IL, 
whether he feels the embarrassment or not. 

Settlement of a claim of nearly $13,000,000. at 
jess than 10 cents on the dollar may have been 
perfectly proper, but the drop is dramatic enough 
to provoke surprise and questioning. The quiet- 
ness with which the settlement was made, having 
been learned of only now, two months later, does 
not suggest that the operation was performed in 
a goldfish bowl—nor does the refusal of the tax 
officials so much as to discuss the basis for the 
settlement. When there is added the further fact 
that the accounting questions of American Dis- 
tilling Co.’s settlement were handled by Com- 
missioner Andrews’s auditing firm in Richmond, 
the embarrassment sets in. 

Commissioner Andrews explains that the firm 


has been reorganized since he became the na-- 


tion’s chief income-tax collector. He expiains 
that he is no longer active in it. He explains that 
he instructed his subordinates in Internal 
Revenue not to mention the case to him “under 
any circumstances” and that he had “nothing 
whatsoever” to do with it. Unfortunately, and 
regardiess of how Mr. Andrews may have com- 
ported himself in this case, these are the same 
embarrassed explanations as were given by in- 
fluence-peddlers in the Truman Administration, 
some of them peddling income-tax settlements. 

Subordinates who made decisions about the 
settlement may not have been influenced by their 
chief’s connection with the distillery’s Yirm of 
auditors, but that is not now established as an 
unassailable fact. It was to avoid the appearance 
of wrong, even though no wrong was present, 
that Charles E. Wilson was required to dispose 
of his General Motors stock before being con- 
firmed as Secretary of Defense. Roger M. Kyes, 
who became Secretary Wilson’s deputy, took the 
same course. 

Mr. Andrews came into office as a reform 
commissioner who was going to be cleaner than 
a hound's tooth. One of the leading newspapers 
in his home state, The Richmond News Leader, 
said editorially: “With the appointment of Rich- 
mond’s T. Coleman Andrews as United States 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, the country 
can be dead certain of two things: The fun will 
begin, and the era of influence will end.” 

How well is that proud boast borne out by 
the hush-hush settlement, at a 90 per cent loss 
to the Government, of a multimillion-dollar tax 
claim.in which the defendant had as its auditors 
the Internal Revenue Commissioner’s own firm?

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Robert Moore’s Decision 


Young Robert H. Moore has taken a proper 
step in surrendering his driver’s license for can- 
cellation and announcing through his attorney 
that he is giving up driving.

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Baseball, All Slicked Up 

Sometimes we wake up in the middle of the 
night with the alarming thought that baseball is 
not what it used to be. As we calm ourselves, 
the thought persists that not only radio broad- 
casters, advertising agencies and public relations 
practitioners are tampering with the national 
pastime, but also the front office. 


And now comes the news that Eddie Stewart 
has been fired as manager of the Colorado 
Springs Sky Sox because he gave a few words 
in kind to some fans who had been “riding” him 
day in and day out. Under such a policy, how 
long could the eminent but late John J. McGraw 
have managed the New York Giants? And how 
long could Ty Cobb have played for the Detroits? 

It was Marshall Field—the merchant, not the 
publisher—who came up with the principle that 
“the customer is always right.” Maybe it works 
fine in department stores, but if it is adopted 
100 per cent by the baseball impresarios, they 


will be laying up trouble for themselves, What if . 


a fan calls on the runner at second to steal with 
the catcher holding the ball? Suicide because the 
customer is right? Or what if a spectator calls 
the team’s .348 hitter a bum even though he is 
on a home run splurge? Out of the game? 


We never got the idea that baseball was to be 
packaged and merchandized and that managers 
were to wear white carnations like floor-walkers. 
But that may be because we are withering hold- 
overs from those ancient -baseball-in-the-after- 
noon days. Every now and then it is mighty hard 
to try to get in step with the times. 
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Chou Gives Malenkov a Lesson 
Premier Georgi Malenkov must still be in a 
state of shocked surprise over the snappy lesson 
in propaganda that Premier Chou En-lai of Red 
China has just given him. It may be that Malen- 
kov fell behind because he was a little too smug 
last week. Perhaps he was still enjoying the jolt 
that the Western allies received from the defec- 
tion of Dr. Otto John, the West German security 
chief. Such complacence could be responsible for 
his failure to play to the limit the Moscow visit 
of former British Prime Minister Clement Attlee, 
Aneurin Bevan and six other Labor party leaders. 
At any rate. Malenkov did have a chance at 
the same ball that Chou did. Yet Malenkov hit 
only a two-bagger while Chou smashed the ball 
for a home run. For Chou made a thundering, 
threatening speech over the Peiping radio just. a 
few hours before the eight British Laborites ar- 
rived in China. Publicly mentioning Formosa for 
the first time in four years, he declared the 
island would be “liberated” from Chiang Kai- 
shek “and the United States.” All the members 
of his Government Council at once indorsed his 
speech. P 
Next came a state reception for the Laborites

We do not deprecate in any way the qualifica- 
tions of either of the new choices both of whom 
are now lower court Judges. It may be that each 
is a first-class selection. In any case we hope that 
is so. But it will be evident at once to members 
of the St. Louis Bar Association that something 
is still wrong with the composition of this im- 
portant court. That something is the lack of a 
St. Louisan, 

The case for a St. Louisan rests on no narrow 
point of geography. Local pride is not a proper 
consideration. A St. Louis Judge of ability and 
distinction is needed on the Court of Appeals be- 
cause the presence of such a member would fa- 
cilitate the work of the court. It would do so be- 
cause a St. Louis Judge would be familiar with 
the legal and judicial traditions and practices of 
the area that produces a large bulk of the liti- 
gation this court reviews and decides. Missouri 
gives rise to 67 per cent of the court’s work. 

Surely it is a strange circumstance that Omaha 
which has a population of 251,000 should have. 
two Judges on this important court while St. 
Louis with approximately 900,000 should have 
none. Also strange is the fact that the St. Louis- 
St. Louis county area has no Judge on the. court 
although its population is more than the com- 
bined population of the Dakotas which are to 
have two Judges. 

Save for a brief tenure of the late Judge 
Charles B. Faris nearly 20 years ago, St. Louis 

has had no Judge on the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals for approximately a half century. The 
eourt’s headquarters and the largest city in the 
seven states deserves more consideration than 
that! 


Sorry Spectacle 

Election year politics were played up one side 
and down the other in the 41-to-39 vote in the 
Senate on the Humphrey amendment to make 
membership in the Communist party a crime. 

The 37 Democrats who voted for the amend- 
ment did so in large part to put the Eisenhower 
Administration on a hot spot since both Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Attorney General Brownell 
are against outlawing the Communist party out- 
right. Many of the 38 Republicans who voted 
against the amendment actually were in favor of 
it, but they tried to keep the Democrats from 
winning on the showdown. ae 

How little sense the rolleall makes ean be told 
from the quickest glance at it. Senators like 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Morse of Oregon and 

Lehman of New York, who have been steadfast 
in their concern for the rights of individuals, 
voted to outlaw. Conversely Senators McCarthy 
ef Wisconsin, McCarran of Nevada, Mundt of 
South Dakota and other celebrated Red hunters 
voted not to put the stigma of illegality on 
Communism. 

Actually what this all stems from is the Mc- 
Carthy-Jenner-Summerfield refrain that the Dem- 
ocratic party is the party of “20 years of trea- 
son.” The Eisenhower Administration, in its sup- 
port of wiretapping and related bills, has 
been playing with fire. Now the fire hag, blown 
back on the Republicans and they have been 
burned by the conflagration they set themselves. 

The one most sensible solution would be to 
pigeonhole the whole sorry business. Legislation 
which establishes so many dangerous precedents 
ought not be rushed through at adjournment. 
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Mr. Gonter Ponders Accidents 

Traffic accident studies often produce perplex- 
ing results. Traffic Commissioner Charles G. 
Gonter has begun a survey of accident rates at 
various intersections here, to see whether differ- 
ent timing of automatic signals would reduce ac- 
cidents. He has already learned one thing: “The 
heavy flow of traffic is not necessarily accom- 
panied by the worst safety record.” , 

As proof of this, Mr. Gonter can cite the busy 
Vandeventer-Market intersection, with ‘a low ac- 
cident rate. Yet there is much higher accident 
rate at the intersection of North Florissant and 
Palm street, a spot which many St. Louisans 
probably could not find on a city map. 
“If this is hard to understand, it is no more 
puzzling than a study of accidents at stop signs 
in Chicago, as reported in American Highways. 
Chicago naturally found that most accidents at 
stop signs occurred because drivers did not stop. 
Often they rolled through, according to the 
famous St. Louis custom. But the surveyors also 
found that motorists rolled through some stop 
signs far more than others, and their indisposi- 
tion to use brakes had little to do with the im- 
portance of a given intersection. . ) 

Motorists, being nearly all of us, are a difficult 
crew to analyze. But Mr. Gonter is safe enough 
in concluding from his survey that the streets 
are overloaded. As he says, traffic has increased 
93 per cent here since 1946. In that time the 
number of new thoroughfares actually com- 
pleted has increased exactly 0 per cent (though 
part of the Third street highway has been 
opened). That situation begs for accidents. It is 
another reason for making the dirt fly on ex- 
pressways.

If the National Foundation for Infas- 
tile Paralysis conducts an “emergency” 
drive in Syracuse, The Post-Standard 
will neither contribute to it, nor ask its 
employes to contribute to it, and will 
carry only the news but no publicity 
for it. 

A second drive this year for polio is 
unfair to the people of this community 
who have already contributed a whop- 
ping $158,000 to the polio drive in Janu- 
ary, which is just about the highest per 
capita contribution

The money that 
the people and busi- 
ness firms of S :

Many of the statistics put out by the 
National Foundation for Infantile Pa- 
ralysis are misleading. For example, 
The Post-Standard of July 23 quoted 
Basil O’Connor, national president, as 
stating that there were a record number 
of apes: Regan this year. The oe 
page of the same newspa uoted the 
United States Public ealth Service 
that since January first of this year 
there have been 6520 cases compared 
with 6866 for the same period last year, 
and 6603 in the 1952 record. 

In a dispatch elsewhere in this paper, 
the State Health Department 
that polio cases in upstate New York 
are running at less than half of last 
year’s rate. 


For Integrated Giving 


The Nationai Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis, incidentally, is virtually 
the only major charity in the nation 
which will not make public how much 
of its money is actually spent in fight- 
ing disease and how much goes for ad- 
ministrative costs, publicity and money 
raising. : 


Nor is the National Foundation the 
only agency for polio. Only this week- 
end Syracusans received the annual 
stamp appeal of the Sister Kenny Foun- 
dation for the same cause. 


If polio is able to raid this community 
without consideration for the needs of 
others, it may well sound the death- 
knell of organized, scientific fund-rais- 
ing on a basis which is fair to all and 
in which all share according to need. 


Basil O'Connor and the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis are 
most poorly advised to make a second 
raid on Syracuse. They have already 
taken a sum equal to virtually one-tenth 
of the entire Community Chest budget 
for 62 agencies last year, and they are 
not entitled to any more. 

The Post-Standard dislikes to be in 
the position of turning its back on those 
who suffer from the awful disease of 
polio, or from any other scourge. We 
think, however, we would be much less 
than fair to other sufferers from other 
diseases and to other charities of equal 
merit if we went along with the so- 
called “emergency” drive for polio. 

We don’t think it is an emergency at 
all. It.is highly unfair and selfish in the 
extreme of the polio people to try to 
come in here a second time. 

We hope they change their decision 
so far as Syracuse is concerned, but if 
they do not, we urge the community to 
save its generosity for more meritorious 
and better integrated giving.

NUN IN RED CHINA, by Sister Mary Vieteria. 

(McGraw-Hill, 208 pgs., $3.50.) 

Sister Mary Victoria is a Maryknoll 
nun who spent 13 years in China under 
five regimes—the Nationalists; the 
Americans, when an airstrip was built in 
1943; the Japanese, in a final surge; the 
Nationalists again, and the Communists. 
Her book, as the title indicates, covers 
the last phase, from November 1949, 
when the Communists moved into her 
village until she was released at Hong 
Kong nearly two years later. 

At first the nuns were left alone 
more or less, pestered but. not perse- 
cuted.

RE you doing everything possible to keep your child 
from having an accident? A recent study of 491 non-fatal 
home accidents to children in Rochester, N.Y., shows 
that more than half could have been prevented. Of these, 
9 out of 10 could ‘have been prevented by doing two things. 
This study covered accidents serious enough for the 
child to be taken to the emergency room of one of the 
Rochester hospitals. 
i The younger the child, the more likely an accident. 
This ties into one of the things you can do. A child under 
: one year old needs total adult protection. Such infants 
: should not be left alone even briefly to crawl around. 
As they get older, they still need supervision by an adult 
or an older child. In fact, lack of enough supervision ac- 
eounted for almost half of the preventable accidents sur- 
veyed, 
Boys need watching more than girls. 
prone to accidents at all ages.

MOST ACCIDENTS to children occur in the late after- 
‘noon or early evening, indicating that fatigue is a contribut- 
ing factor...A rest period in the afternoon for children 
under five would help make them safer as far as accidents 
are concerned,

This means picking up nails, broken glass fragments, and 
so on. Also take care to — pre-school tots from hot 
liquids and from poisons. 

The predominance of falls, especially from a height, 
indicates the need for better protection in such places as 
the bed, stairs and steps, chairs and other. furniture. 

Ordinary disorder accounted for many of the accidents. 
This usually meant leaving something out of place, such as 
a nail on the floor or broken glass in the yard. 

The porch and back-yard were the locale for almost 
half the accidents. The kitchen was the next most dangerous 
place. This is ‘understandable because of the many sharp 
objects and boiling liquids often found there. 

x *« * 

THE TYPICAL ACCIDENT involved a boy under five 
years old who, while playing on the porch and in the yard 
in the afternoon, fell from a height and cut his head. No 
mechanical. factors were.involved. An adult was at fault 
for not being on hand or not having an older child there 
to protect the young one. 

This survey by Drs. James M. Dennis and Albert D. 
Kaiser of the Rochester Health Bureau and School of 
Medicine was aimed at finding out whether home accidents 
to children.are preventable. Accidents are an important 
form of injurf to children under 15,.killing more of them 
than the next six leading causes of death combined. 

If half the accidents could be prevented, it would be 

a big help all around. It would save the child pain and 
injury. ‘It would save the parents anxiety, worry and 
expense. 
; Though it’s obvious that children can’t always be under 
the. watchful eye of an adult and that not all potentially 
dangerous sitations can be anticipated, much more could 
be done. You could carry out an intensive clean-up around 
your house and yard. You could resolve to watch those 
toddlers oven, more cerefully.
